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To  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE  COUNCIL. 

Madam  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  and  sanitary  condition  of  the  Chester  Rural  District 
for  the  year  1971. 

The  vital  statistics  appear  in  the  body  of  the  report  and 
can  be  compared  with  the  country  as  a whole. 

The  corrected  birth  rate  of  16.5  per  thousand  of  the 
population  is  above  the  average  for  England  and  Wales,  which 
is  16.  The  death  rate  of  10.0  per  thousand  compares  favour- 
ably with  that  of  1 1 .6  for  England  and  Wales. 

I am  pleased  to  report  no  infectious  disease  episode  of  note 
occurred  during  the  year  and  notifications  from  general 
practitioners  have  been  at  a satisfactory  low  level.  On  the 
preventive  side  smallpox  vaccination  has  been  omitted  from 
the  immunisation  schedule  for  infants,  on  the  advice  of  the 
Chief  Medical  Officer  of  the  Department  of  Health  and  Social 
Services.  All  other  immunisations  remain  unchanged  with  an 
uptake  at  a satisfactory  level. 

County  nursing  staff  have  undergone  re-training  in  prepar- 
ation for  the  computer-based  Child  Health  programme,  which 
begins  in  January  1972.  The  use  of  the  County  computer  will 
enable  health  visitors  and  doctors  to  keep  in  touch  with  a 
much  larger  population  than  has  been  possible  in  the  past. 
Previously  the  service  has  tended  not  to  be  used  by  sections 
of  the  population  who  really  need  it  most. 

An  additional  advantage  of  the  computer  is  that  it  will  be 
used  to  record  children  who  are  handicapped.  This  informat- 
ion can  then  be  used  by  the  Health  Department  to  advise 
Education  and  Social  Services  Department  of  the  need  for 
special  facilities.  In  the  past  such  information  has  not  only 
been  unreliable,  but  often  arrived  too  late. 

I think  we  can  consider  ourselves  fortunate  that  Cheshire 
is  one  of  the  pioneers  in  the  application  of  computers  to 
screening.  Every  effort  has  been  taken  to  protect  the 
confidentiality  of  all  information  and  that  it  will  only  be 
available  in  statistical  form  for  Departments  outside  that  of 
Health. 
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April  1st  saw  the  introduction  of  the  new  Social  Services 
Department  and  Chester  Rural  District  is  part  of  the  West 
Cheshire  Division.  Much  work  had  to  be  done  throughout 
the  year  to  get  the  machinery  working,  and  in  this  context 
the  Health  Department  had  a lot  to  contribute.  The  social 
aspects  of  disease  are  a significant  feature  of  any  illness  and 
as  future  re-organisation  of  health  takes  place,  mechanisms 
of  close  co-operation  between  the  two  Departments  must  be 
created.  With  this  thought  in  mind  it  is  pleasing  to  report 
that  joint  meetings  between  the  local  Departmental  heads 
are  taking  place  with  a view  to  discussing  mutual  co-operation 
and  obtaining  ideas  for  integration  and  forward  planning. 

I wish  to  place  on  record  my  sincere  thanks  and  appreciat- 
ion for  the  co-operation  of  all  members  of  the  staff  with  whom 
I have  had  the  pleasure  of  working  and  in  particular  my  thanks 
go  to  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Health  Committee.

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CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR'S  REPORT 
FOR  THE  YEAR  1971 


Madam  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  report  for  1971  and  it 
will  be  apparent  from  the  summary  of  visits  detailed  later  in 
the  report,  that  a considerable  amount  of  the  public  health 
inspectors'  time  has  been  spent  on  refuse  collection  and 
disposal  duties,  these  visits  have  been  due  in  part  to  the  re- 
organisation of  the  collection  rounds  following  Work  Study 
and  also  to  more  supervision  at  the  Tip  and  Depot. 

The  general  work  of  the  department  has  proceeded  satis- 
factorily and  it  is  interesting  ta  note  the  increase  in  the 
number  of  visits  made  in  respect  of  noise  complaints  and  the 
decrease  in  the  number  of  complaints  relating  to  food. 

The  pubiicity  about  pollution  of  the  environment  has  not 
in  any  way  prevented  the  indiscriminate  dumping  of  all  types 
af  rubbish  in  the  ditches  and  on  grass  verges  and  if  regular 
weekly  collections  were  not  made,  certain  areas  of  the  rural 
area  would  soon  become  uncontrolled  tips  and  it  is  difficult 
to  understand  why  people  persist  in  polluting  their  environ- 
ment in  this  way. 

In  conclusion  I would  express  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman 
of  the  Public  Health  Committee,  Mrs.  S.  M.  Garston,  for  her 
assistance  and  interest  in  the  department  and  my  thanks  are 
also  due  to  the  public  health  inspectors  and  clerical  staff  for 
their  loyalty  and  support  which  is  always  more  apparent  when 
the  pressure  of  work  is  greatest.

HOUSING 

During  the  year  67  casual  vacancies  occurred  which 
includes  14  re-lettings  to  staff  at  British  Nuclear  Fuels, 
Capenhurst,  3 re-lettings  to  staff  from  the  West  Cheshire 
Hospital  and  2 houses  allocated  to  Cheshire  County  Council, 
out  of  the  remaining  45  vacancies,  3 houses  were  allocated  to 
families  from  property  subject  to  Housing  Act  procedure. 

Also  during  the  year  approval  was  given  for  4 exchanges  to 
take  place. 

The  estate  at  Saughall  at  present  under  construction 
consisting  of  30  houses,  8 bungalows  and  a block  of  flatlets 
similar  to  Arderne  House,  is  expected  to  be  completed  in 
1972  and  it  is  hoped  that  many  elderly  tenants  in  Council 
Houses  will  make  application  to  exchange  to  the  smaller 
warden  controlled  flatlets. 
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Following  the  decision  in  1970  to  sell  Council  Houses, 
numerous  enquiries  hove  been  received  resulting  during  1971 
in  the  sole  of  54  houses  to  existing  tenants  in  the  areas  os 
indicated  below:

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

The  regular  weekly  collection  of  refuse  from  all  premises 
in  the  district  has  continued  together  with  on  increased 
number  of  chargeable  collections  from  trade  and  business 
premises,  the  income  from  these  special  collections  amounted 
to  £1,572.00,  plus  an  additional  income  from  the  sale  of 
plastic  containers  and  bin  liners  of  £226.00. 

Very  few  staffing  difficulties  arose  during  the  year  but 
towards  the  end  of  the  year  certain  problems  were  encountered 
as  a result  of  the  re-organisation  of  the  collection  rounds 
following  Work  Study  which  was  carried  out  by  Cheshire 
County  Council  Work  Study  Officers.  However,  the  problems 
were  resolved  and  the  new  system  appears  to  be  working 
satisfactorily.

The  domestic  refuse  collected  is  disposed  of  on  o controlled 
tip  at  the  rear  of  the  West  Cheshire  Hospital  and  os  previously 
stated  it  is  anticipated  that  this  tip  will  be  completed  in 
approximately  three  to  four  years'  time.  The  investigations 
and  consultations  at  present  taking  place  on  alternative 
methods  of  disposal  will  therefore  have  to  produce  a solution 
within  a very  short  space  of  time. 

The  special  collection  vehicle  and  two  men  spend  a con- 
siderable amount  of  time  each  week  removing  rubbish  dumped 
in  the  country  lanes  and  also  collecting  litter  from  the  more 
urbanised  areas. 

During  the  year  approximately  12,500  bin  liners  are 
collected  weekly  from  domestic  premises  and  in  addition  the 
special  collection  vehicle  made  2,003  calls  ta  collect  unwanted 
bulky  household  waste. 

The  refuse  vehicles  covered  a total  of  50,552  miles  and  the 
total  cost  of  the  refuse  collection  and  disposal  service  was 
£70,646.00. 

Cesspool  Emptying 

The  practice  af  emptying  private  septic  tanks  and  cesspools 
at  a standard  charge  of  £1.00  was  continued,  business 
premises  being  charged  on  a time  and  mileage  basis.  The 
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various  Council  sewerage  plants  are  also  emptied  when 
necessary  and  a small  number  of  pail  closets,  in  cases  where 
the  person  concerned  is  physically  incapable  of  performing 
this  task. 

A service  is  also  provided  for  clearing  choked  drains  at 
private  dwellings  at  a fixed  charge  of  £1.00.
